Railroad Depot in Chibuahua, Mexi-
co, the Scene of the Awful
Disaster.

El Paso, Tex., Aug. 16.—By the
sxplosion of a earload of dynamite at
the Chlhoabua and Pacific depot in
Chihualiua yesterday afternoon fifty
persons were killed.

The dyuamite was being thans-
ferred from a Mexlcan Central car
to a car of the Chlhuahua and Pa-
cific road at the time of the aceldent,
the latter road being 4 narrow gauge
affair,

One of the maln laborers dropped
& keg of dynamite and the explosion
get off the entire cargo. Every la-
borer und the foreman, all of the
latter being Americans, were blown
to atoms and the city was shaken as
if by an earthquake.

According 1o the details recelved
here over the Mexican Central wires,
fragments of bodies were blown for
almost a mile, and the roofs of the !
houses in the neighborhood were cov- |
ered with pleces of human fesh.

Many small bulldings close to the
scene were completely wrecked and
numerous people were injured in
thelr homes. Windows were cracked |
In &ll parts of the eity, and ﬂ}'!nsl
debris fell on dozens of pedestrians, |
inflieting painful Injuries,

The dynamite was for the Robin-
son mine at Santa Euinlia. None of |
the names of the dead Anwricanﬁl
have beert recelved. In fact it is not
possible to get them, as everybody
seems dazed and nobody is able to
tell what Americans are victims of |
the catastrophe.
